Attention is now directed to FIGURES 1^ and 2 and 4 where a method is provided for 
inspection of a roll of web material 20 through a web inspection system 21 (FIGURE 4) . The 
method, briefly, includes inspecting the roll of web material 20 at 22 to determine the 
number, type and location of one or more detectable defects 24 (FIGURES 10A and 10B) 
along the web material. The method further includes outputting a data "object" 
representation of the roll map at 23 (FIGURE 2); and certifying the accuracy of the roll map 
object representation of the inspected web material 20 to be within a predetermined range of 
tolerances, at 25 (FIGURE 1).
